People 
came from all over town to drink 
that water. Many brought jugs 
and carried 
it home—hoping to 
build up iron muscles, I suppose. 
Charles Gage was the engineer. 
But to get back to the excava­ 
tions—in some places the fill was 
fully six 
feet deep. 
That lends 
support tc the stories about “buz­ 
zard swam p” that is said to have 
followed 
much of the low land 
along Paint Creek's meanderings 
through w hat is now all built up 
by Washington C. H. The swamps, 
so the stories go, were a mass of 
underbrush and tangle of dead 
trees.

the Gwinn Milling Co. 
put up the big grain bins on the 
opposite 
side of Fay ette 
Street 
several

Two or three open ditches once 
passed through the present site of 
the city . One of these was under 
part of what now is M arket Street.

Will Mea n to This 
Co mmunity 


Roger E. Heering, M. D., director of the State Department of Health for Ohio, hat 
written a letter to tho president of the Fayette County Board of Health, which dtscribat 
very much to tho point why Fayette County should have a modern, well equipped hos­ 
pital such os is proposed at this time and which will be voted upon of the coming gen­ 
eral election, Tuesday, November 6. 


This question will bo on your ballot when you vote. A 65 percent vote of the total 
number of those voting is required to pass the bond issue necessary to build o Fayette 
County Momoriol Hospital. 


It will bo up to tho citisens of Fayette County to decide at this election whether 
this county is to continue without hospital facilities within its borders. It is now the only 
county in Ohio completely without o hospital or within ten miles of one. 


State Health Director Heering in this letter below, tells some pertinent facts os to 
Hie needs for o hospital:

Dear Mr. Blackmore: 


The proposed plan for the Fayette County Memorial Hospital 
has been brought to my attention by Mr. Blair, Superintendent of 
the Starling-Loving University Hospital, whose advice and assist­ 
ance has been sought by your hospital committee. I am taking the 
liberty of making comment because of the profound significance 
of this proposition to the health and welfare of the people of Fay­ 
ette County. 


Since Fayette County has no hospital, her people must look 
to Columbus for such facilities. The inevitable result is that in 
some instances undue hardship may be worked against the patient 
which might be avoided were adequate hospital facilities imme­ 
diately accessible. 


At the present time, you hove an insufficient number of 
physicians in your county to give on adequate medical service* 
This is due, in part of course, to the present national emergency 
but the defect will continue as long os the county remains un­ 
attractive to the physician. The practice of medicine is on art but 
much of the effectiveness of the art is lost if the doctor does not 
hove available those scientific aids as ore found only in the mod­ 
ern hospital and laboratory. As a result, the physician hesitates to 
attempt practice in a community where the lack of adequate fa­ 
cilities will interfere with his ability to give his most effective 
service. Thus, if competent physicians are to be attracted to your 
county, and if the practice of medicine is to be maintained at the 
high standard deserved by the people, means must be provided to 
allow the physician to practice his art under conditions which will 
insure the best results. 


I cannot say too much in favor of the plan to include the 
quarters of the Health Department in the hospital building. Public 
health is a specialty as is any other branch of medicine, and the 
health commissioner cannot discharge his responsibilities without 
the complete co-operation of the medical profession in his sphere 
of influence. Your proposed hospital would be your community 
health center and what better way to bring your health depart­ 
ment and doctors together than in such a center? The health de­ 
partment must have laboratory, clinic, X-ray, and other facilities 
which are an integral part of the modern hospital. Under your 
proposed plan, the interests of economy and efficiency should bo 
most admirably served. 


The proposition which your community leaders are placing 
before the citizens of Fayette County appears to be in conform­ 
ance with the most advanced thinking in the field of public health 
and medical care. They should be congratulated for their efforts.

ANG INA pecto ri* is a heart 
co nditio n in which there are at- 
♦ack* o f pain o v er the heart. The 
pain usually passes upward into 
the neck and do wn into the left 
arm. The attacks, as a rule, are 
so sev ere that the perso n affected 
must sto p whatev er he is do ing 
and rest. As a general rule, the 
attacks last o nly a few- seco nds o r 
minutes. It is no ted that ex ercise 
tenda to bring o n attacks, and 
o ften they fo llo w the eating 
o f a 
heav y meal. 
Angina pecto ris is pro bably due 
to a spasm o f the arteries which 
supply the heart muscles with 
nlo o d. These are kno wm as the co r­ 
o nary arteries. There may be ac­ 
tual blo cking o f the co ro nary 
ar­ 
teries due to the fo rmatio n o f a 
blo nd clo t in them, kno wn as co r­ 
o nary thro mbo sis. 


Treatment# Pro po sed 


Many fo rms o f treatment o f an­ 
gina pecto ris hav e been pro po sed. 
Ho cto r Jo seph E. F. Riseman, o f 
Bo sto n, has made a careful study 
o f appro x imately twenty -two dif­ 
ferent 
pro cedures 
used in 
the 
treatment o f angina pecto ris, and 
has fo und that six teen o f them are 
o f co nsiderable v alue. 
One o f the drugs which has been 
fo und useful is nitro gly cerin. This 
ias an actio n o f relax ing the ar­ 
teries and 
thus increasing the 
nlo o d supply to the heart muscle. 
Other drugs which hnv e been 
"bund useful nre Amv l-nitrite and 
Octy l-nitrite, but apparently these 


are no t as easy to use as the nitro ­ 
gly cerin. 
Purine Druga 
Certain drugs, kno wn as par- 
ines, hav e also been fo und helpful, 
such as theo bro mine and amino - 
phy lline. Ano ther drug which has 
been fo und helpful is quinine sul­ 
phate. When giv en in the pro per 
do se, it do es no t eause any reac­ 
tio ns and impro v es the patient’s 
co nditio n. 
Sedativ es, o r drugs which quiet 
the nerv o us sy stem, such as phé­ 
no barbital, when giv en in small 
amo unts, may enhance the v alue 
o f o ther fo rms o f treatment. 


Surgical Pro cédera 
In certain patients, po tassium 
io dide and atro pine sulphate are 
emplo y ed. In certain patients, sur­ 
gical pro cedures also hav e been 
used. Co mplete remo v al o f tha 
thjro id gland, acco rding to D« &c- 
to r Riseman, is o f v alue in a few 
carefully selected patients. It is his 
o pinio n, ho wev er, that in general, 
surgery is rarely needed in the 
treatment o f angina pecto ris. 
Other things which can be do ne 
fo r angina pecto ris are fo r the pa­ 
tient to av o id phy sical strain, o v er­ 
eating, and to get plenty o f rest. 
It is also impo rtant to teach the 
patient to hav e the pro per mental 
attitude to ward the disease, and 
to av o id 
wo rry 
and emo tio nal 
strain 
inso far 
as 
is 
po ssible. 
Medical treatment is necessary in 
each case and, o f co urse, this can 
o nly be carried o ut satisfacto rily 
under the directio ns o f the phy si­ 
cian.
